The response filed November 7, 2003 has been entered. 

Claims 4-6, 8-13, 15, 17, 18 5 20, 22-25, and 27-33 remain pending in the instant application. 

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

At page 12 of Applicants' response filed November 7, 2003, Applicants point to Figure 1 A as 
support for the earlier amendment of Claims 27-30 reciting "wherein the membrane has holes capable of 
draining exudate." Thus, the limitation recited in the claims is supported by the specification and the 
rejection of Claims 27-30 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph is withdrawn.
